At least 
that much was accomplished. 

I've also been acused of doing my best 
to ruin the sport of motorcycling and cause 
the cancellation of the forthcoming A.M.A. 
road races at Carlsbad, This is far from 
being the truth. The main object of my 
bringing forth the question concerning 
Sportsman rules and regulations is because 
I feel some of the advantages which Carls- 
bad has, such as fences, grand stands, 
adequate parking facilities, adequate rest- 
rooms, concessions stands, P.A. system, etc., 
would enhanc the sport, not only for the 
spectator but also for the riders, The only 
reason Carlsbad was used as an example is 
that this is the first time a Sportsman event 
has been held in this area with these ade- 
quate facilities. In the past when some of 
the owners, promoters or sponsoring clubs 
at permanent courses have been asked to 
put in some of the facilities which are 
available at Carlsbad, the standard reply 
has been that the rules and regulations will 
not allow it.

Due to this major change all past records 
in quarter mile drags have been erased 
from the record book. The class divisions 
are Stock, Super Stock, Modified and Drag- 
ster. The details on requirements may be 
obtained by purchasing a new 1966 A.H. 
R.A. rule book at a local drag strip or by 
calling me at (213) 966-1891. Here is the 
class breakdown in displacement. 

Class A—over 1200cc, Class B—1000 to 
1200cc, Class C—883 to 999cc, Class D— 
750 to 882cc, Class E—650 to 749cc, Class 
F—500 to 649cc, Class G—450 to 499cc, 
Class H—350 to 449cc, Class 1—305 to 
349cc, Class J—250 to 304cc, Class K— 
200 to 249cc, Class L—175 to 199cc, Class 
M—150 to 174cc, Class N—125 to 149cc, 
Class O—100 to 124cc, Class P—90 to 99cc, 
Class Q—80 to 89cc, Class R—65 to 79cc, 
Class S—50 to 64cc, Class T—under 50cc. 

This is the greatest number of class 
divisions ever established, If you set the 
record in your class the reward will be a 
complete A.H.R.A, membership and a сег- 
tificate verifying the record. At the end of 
qualifications and record run attempts each 
class shall race for a trophy and then on a 
handicap basis there will be a race for Top 
Stock, MiddleStock, Little Stock, Top Mod- 
ified Eliminator and Number 1 Eliminator. 

This World Record meet will be a great 
warmup for the Fuel and Gas bikes in 
preparation for the big money meet at 
Lions drag strip Saturday, February 19. 
The awards and classes are as follows: 
$200.00 (two hundred dollars) Sr. Fuel 
bike. (55lcc to open). $75.00 (seventy- 
five dollars) 2nd place and $50.00 (fifty 
dollars) 3rd place. $100.00 (one hundred 
dollars) jr. Fuel (0-551cc.) $25.00 (twen- 
ty-five dollars) for each top gas bike in 
three classes. 0-550cc., 551 to 751cc and 
151 to open. That is a total of 500 (five 
hundred) dollars, The largest cash purse 
ever offered in motorcycle drags. There 
will be merchandise awards added to this 
as we progress.
